features of Interstate commerce under 
the clause in the constitution giving 
congress authority to regulate com­ 
merce between the states, finds Its 
wuy to the supreme court for finul set- 
tlrnent. The lottery law, the interstate 
commission law and a score of other 
Important laws have finally been de-, 
termined In the court of last resort. 
It is expected that legislation affect­ 
ing the hours of labor will also finally 
be determined by that court, Just as 
will the law relating to child labor aud 
other such measures. 


A Liberal Constructionist. 
The supreme court lias always been 
liberal in Its construction of the grant 
of powers under the Interstate com­ 
merce clause. 
There seems to be no 
doubt now. especially lf tile child la­ 
bor law should lie held constitutional, 
that congress may not only regulate 
the hours of labor on interstate car­ 
riers. but will also be empowered to 
fix the wage scale and do everything 
that congress may desire to do with 
those carriers that conduct interstate 
commerce. 
A great many lawyers have express­ 
ed grave doubt w hether a law fixing 
the hours of labor on interstate lines 
will stand tile test of the courts, but 
others say It will.
